When 
the discovery was made some time ago, 
the capitalists whose names 
have been given became interested and 
the result is that a plant is being erected 
which will cost $1,000,000, which will em- 
ploy a large number .of. skilled work- 
men and which will cover between 8 and 
10 acres of ground.

evening, said: 

‘his is the first Portland cement plant 
to be established in the southern states.

We 
were of the opinion that it was impos, 
sible to make cement in the south be- 
cause the ingredients were lacking until 
the discovery was made at Rockmart 
Some time ago. 

“We at once became interested and 
soon learned that the ingredients for 
Portland cement are there in large quan- 
tities, practically unlimited quantities, 
and in consequence we have started this 
plant.

aid the board fn ‘every way possible. 

Hitherto the office of chairman of the 
council police committee has been of lit- 
tle purport in police affairs and Merely 
a figure head. Councilman Terrell] in- 
tends, however, to act in conjunction 
with the police boat@ in obtaining falr 
appropriations for the department and 
the passage of such ordinances as the 
board thinks will better the department. 

All the memberg of the board were 
present except the mayor. 

The resignation of Patrolman Wootten 
was accepted ‘under charges,’ and a 
number of other routine matters were 
attended to. 


Salary for the Matron. 

The board agreed to pay the police 
matron $50 instead of $30 a’ month, to take 
effect after the general election in April. 
Commissioner ‘ English remarked that 
Mrs. Bohnefeld was the right woman in 
the right place, and had done a great 
deal of good. 

Commissioner Englisir said he was glad 
to see the chairman of the police commit- 
tee from the councfl present. 

“I have extended an invitation to all 
the members of the: police committee to 
meet with us at both the regular and the 
called session,” stated Commissioner 
English. 

Councilman Terrell replied that it was 
his intention to be present at all the meet- 
ings of the board 

“The other members of my commit- 
said Coundilman Terrell, ‘‘are on so 
many committeés that they may not have 


time to meet with the board, and the 
matter may be left with the chairman, 
but you can count on my being present, 
I hope to render you gentlemen all the 
assistance I can, and what I do will 
largely be the carrying out the wishes 
of the obard.”

Councilman Terfoll statéd that his com- 
mittee had been very careful about is- 
suing such .Jicenses. He could not see. 
however, how only a certain number 
could be licensed. 

‘I think the only reason we can have 
for refusing such licenses,’ said the 
councilman, ‘‘would be on account of the 
character of the applicants.” 

Commissioner English believed if the 
dives were only licensed on recommeén- 
dation of the chief of police, the people 
who conducted the halls would be more 
certain to assist the police in capturing 
criminals. 

This was the last meeting of the old 
board. At the next regular meeting the 
new board will be organized with the 
two commissioners who may be elected 
to succeed Commissioners Johnson and 
Fox.

HANNA'S PENSION BILL 
RIDICULED BY CANNON 


He Says It Cannot Pass—In Debate 
on Department of Commerce Bil] 
Some Rocks Are Thrown at 
Rockefeller by the 
Democrats. 


Washington, February 10.—The house 
today adopted the conference report upon 
the department of commerce bill by a 
vote of 21 to 10. One republican( Mr. 
littlefield, of Maine), and nine demo- 
crats voted against this action. Several 
democrats took the position that the Nel- 
son amendment to the bureau of corpora- 
tions was a weak and ineffectual attempt 
to provide the machinery for corporation 
publicity. Mr. Mann, of Illinois, on be- 
half of the republicans, contended, on the 
contrary, that it was a better measure 
of publicity than had been presented in 
any other Dill. 

After this conference report was dis- 
posed of the remainder of the day was 
devoted to the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. Mr. Cannon, chairman of the ap- 
proprictions committee, gave notice that 
at the proper time he would move two 
amendments, one to provide for the pur- 
chase of a site and the erection of a 
three-story 40-room office building for 
members, to be connected with the capitol 
by a subway, and to cost $3,800,000; and 
the other an appropriation of $2,500,000 to 
carry out the original plans for beautify- 
ing and enlarging the main wing of the 
capitol. 

DeArmond on Ex-Slave Bill. 

The notable feature of the general de- 
bate on the bill was a speech by Mr. De- 
Armond, of ‘Missouri on the Hanna Dill 
to pension ex-slaves. He spoke in sar- 
castic vein, but the subject assumed a 
serious phase when Mr... Richardson, of 
Tennessee, stated that adventurers in the 
south were using the bill to hnpose on 
ignorant, credulous meégroes and called 
upon Mr. Cannon to give assurance that 

the passage of such @ measure was, not 
cohtemplated: This assurance Mr. Cannon 
gave. 

Mr. DeArmond, of Missourl, denom!- 
nated the bill recently introduced by Sen- 
ator Hanna to pension the ex-Slaves a 
“curious evidence of the prevailing trend

of politics’’ which was ‘‘more valuable 


as a piece of political maneuvering than 


as a plece of prospective legislation.’’ The 
introducer of the bill, he said, announced 
that he was not a candidate for the pres- 
idency, but from the game authority came 
the announcement that there were no 
trusts. 

The exact facts could, he sald, be bal- 
anced in the public mind after a study of 
both statements. The negro delegate, he 
said; was an important factor in republi- 
can national conventions and there was 
nothing like preparation in good time. 
It was an interesting game and those not 
concerned could watch it with equanim- 
ity. It was a farce, he said, but still 
farces had their solemn aspects. And it 
was sobering to think of the old negroes 
in their cabins in the south giving up 
their small earnings until the time came 
when they could turn for relief to their 
natural protectors—the white people of 
the south. (Demorratic applause.) 


Cannon Forced Into Open. 


Mr. Cannon, in reply, treated Mr. De- 


Armond'’s remarks lightly. calling atten- 
ion to the fact that Senator Hanna's bil! 
had been introduced by “request.”’ 

But Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, pit 
@ different view on the matter. He stated 
seriously that companies were already 
being formed and circulars being sent out 
to ignorant colored people by unserupu- 
lous adventurers, and he thought both 
sides should join in an assurance to them 
not to invest their quarters and dimes in 
this chimerical scheme. 

Mr. Canron responded that all should 
understand, rich amd poor, white and 
black, cultured and ignerant. that the 
government promised to all alike equality 
before the law and equality of oppor- 
tunity, and under it each must work out 
his own salvation. 

Mr. DeArmond was not satisfied with 
this statement, but asked for a more 
specific assurance, amd in reply Mr. Can- 
mon stated with emphasis that if the 
ignorant were being imposed upon they 
should be undeceivedi—that, in his judg- 
ment, no such bill could or would pass. 

Commerce Department Bill. 

When the conference report on the de- 
partment of commerce bill was presented 
Mr. Richardson, of Alabama, said he did 
not believe the Nelson amendment was 
aimed at the trusts. 

He said it was a travesty upon what it 
claimed to be. It was, he said, an “ultra 
dilutioned dose.”’ Its purpose, he declar- 


ed, was not to authorize the president to | 
proceed against the trusts, but simply to | 
secure information upon which could be | 


based recommendations. This, he said, 
was a purile response to the bold threats 
which were prattled abroad that an extra 
session would be called unless 
iegislation were enacted. I[t was “a pre- 
text and a subterfuge.”’ 


He called attention to the language of | 


the amendment that the information ob- 
tained by the bureau of corporations, or 
sc much thereof as the president shall 
direct, shell be made public. Was that 
the vaunted publicity? he asked 
not doubt the honesty of the 
executive, he said, but suppose 
man more friendly to trusts should be 
electel? Then, what would the Nelson 
amendment amount to? He concluded 
with the statement that the amendment 
was artisticaly framed to defeat what 
the people wanted—proper regulation of 
the trusts.

Non-Union “Wen - Present 
Their Case to the Strike 
Commission. 


Philadelphia, February 10.—The United 
Mine Workers of America, as an organ- 
ization, was severely scored today by 
counsel] before the anthracite coai com- 
mission. The non-union men, through 
their attorney, John A. Lanahan, pre- 
sented their side of the controversy and 
demanded consideration at the hands of 
the commission, claiming the legal right 
to earn a livelihood as they might elect 
without the consent or dictation of the 


union. 

James H. Torrey, counsel] for the Dela- 
ware and Hudson company, claimed that 
the question of recognition of the union 
was not an issue before the commission, 
but he devoted considerable time to the 
consideration of that demand. He as- 
serted that violence and intimidation 
were agencies selected for the promotion 
of the purposes of the mine workers. Re- 
garding the demand for an eight-hour 
working day, Mr. Torrey said the evi- 
dence showed that for various reasons 
the breakers did not average more than 
eight hours a day, so that the physical 
effects of long hours were not felt. 

Major Everett Warren, counsel for the 
Hillside Coal & Iron Company and 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company, an- 
swered the demands of the miners in de- 
tail and declared the socialistic theories 
of the union, or some of its leaders ‘o 
be responsible for unreasonable claims. 

Regarding Mr. Mitchells claim that 
wages in the anthracite mines were in- 
sufficient to maintain the American 
standard of living, Major Warren said: 

“Fortunately for all of us, that has 
been interpreted by Mr. Mitchell and he 
has given us the benefit of his opinion 
that $600 a year would permit the mine 
workers to live in a manner comformabie 
to American standards. The average 
earnings of the contract miner for the 
year 1901 in the employ of the companies 
Il represent are approximately $650. 

“It remains clearly established before 
you that, since the advent of the union 
the earning capacity of the contract 
miner has been limited, and, instead of 
the unton being an advantage to him 
it has worked to his disadvantage in re- 
stricting his earning capacity. 

“Tt do not charge this upon the great 
body of the mine workers themselves. 
They do not understand why it is done. 
They are not familiar with the socialistic 
theories of. some of the leaders of the 
organization.

BEERS STRUCK 
BY JOY SEEKERS 


Steamer Maciana Dearing Amer 
ican Excursionists Wrecked, 


Vessel Will Prove a Total Loss, but 
All the Passengers Were Landed. 
The Vessel Struck on the 
Reefs of the Island 
of Bermuda. 


Hamilton Bermuda, February 10.—The 
Quebec Steamship Company's steamer Ma- 
diana, Captain Frazer, which sailed from 
New York last Saturday with a party 
of excursionists for a special cruise 
around the Caribbean islands, went ashore 
on the reef off this island at 3 o'clock 
this morning. The passengers had a 
thrilling experience. The ship is a total 
loss, but all on board were rescued and 
brought ‘safely to land after a perilous 


trip in lifeboats from the wreck to a tug 


standing a mile off. The mails and the 
passengers’ baggage also were saved. 

According to statements by those on 
board the Madiana was threading her 
way in the night through the narrow chan- 
nel between the coral reefs which leads 
to Hamilton harbor when she struck @ 
reef, 1 1-2 miles northeast of Northrock. 
No explicit explanation is yet forthcom- 
ing as to how the vessel went on the 
rocks, and the only information obtain- 
able from the offices is that the light 
which indicates the channel for some rea- 
son could not be seen. 

All the passengers were in their bunks 
when the Madiana struck the rocks, but 
the shock of *the impact awakened them 
and they rushed on deck, the majority of 
them without attempting to dress. Con- 
siderable a@#arm, though not a panic, pre- 
vailed among the passengers when they 
found ihat the vessel was hard On the 
rocks, but the officers went,among them 
and calmed them, although a mumber did 
not venture below again. A part of the 
crew did not share the coolness: of the 
officers, but the latter soon restored Or- 
der among the troublesome seamen. 

Signals of distress were sent up and 
the passengers passed an anxious time 
during the latter part of the night. The 
Madiana listed heavily after a time and 
when morning broke lay broadside of the 
wind. The passengers were huddled to- 
gether on the hurricane deck, and the sea 
breaking over the steamer drenched them 
to the skin. 

Tugs Went to Assistance. 

As soon as the news of the wreck be- 
came known here government and other 
tugs proceeded to the scene to endeavor 
to render assistance. A heavy sea, how- 
ever, was running, and they dared not 
approach too closely to the reef on which 
the Madiana was pounding. For some 
time no communication with the Madiana 
was possible. The tug Gladisfen stood 
about a mile off waiting an opportunity 
to assist, but it was not until 11 o’clock 
this morning that it became possible to 
effect a rescue. The crew of the Madiana 
launched a bvat, but it could not lve 
in the sea. then running and was dashed 
to pieces against the steamer’s side. A 
second attempt was made later and some 
of the passengers were lowered into the 
second boat and they succeeded in reach- 
ing the Gladisfen. Other life boats were 
then launched and the remainder of the 
passengers and the captain and the crew 
gained the salvage tug in safety. 

By the prompt action of Engineer Nel- 
son. who had the Madiana’s bulkheads 
broken through, the mails and the pas- 
sengers’ light baggage were taken out 
and brought in @hne last boats to the 
Gladisfen, which landed the passengers, 
crew, mails and baggage here this even- 
ina.

Attitude of Democrats. 

It was anticipated that some of the 
loudest anti-trust talkers on the repub- 
lican side, like LAttlefield, would oppose 
the conference report, their plan being 
to hold this up in the house with a 
view to forcing action in the senate upon 
the Littlefield bill. President Roosevelt 
was represented as being favorable to 
this plan, but if ever determined upon 
it was abandoned before the matter came 
up in the house this morning. ° 

There was some opposition to the con- 
ference report, led principally by Mr. 
Richardson, of Alabama, and Mr. Ball, 
of Texas, who characterized the so-called 
anti-trust feature of the bill as worth- 
less and a subterfuge. Most of the dem- 
ocrats followed Mr. Adamson, of Georgia, 
who took the position that while this fea- 
ture was thinner than thin air, yet as 
notice had been given that this was the 
only measure of its kind upon the pro- 
gramme of the republican trust busters, 
he would support it in the hope it might 
prove of some good. 

Mr. Finley, of South Carolina, and Mr. 
Bartlett and Mr. Tate took the same 
position. Judge Adamson concluded the 
debate. When he had finished, Mr. Hep- 
burn, in charge of the measure, sald that

In order that the administration’s anti- 
trust programme of legislation may be 
rendered entirely symmetrical, it is 
known that President Roosevelt desired 
that what is called the Elkins rebate 
bill should be. enacted into law. That 
measure was passed by the senate last 
week and is pending now before the in- 
terstate commerce committee of the 
house, of which Representative Hepburn, 
of Iowa, is chairman. 

The subject was considered last night 
at a conference at the white house be- 
tween the president and several of the 
leaders of the house. The president also 
has had a conference with Speaker Hen- 
derson concerning the bill. It is under- 
stood that, while the speaker is not whol- 
ly in sympathy with the measure, he 
will not stand in the way of its consid- 
eration by the house. Indeed, it can be 
stated upon excellent authority that the 
speaker and the committee on rules, of 
which he is the ex-officio head, will au- 
thorize, if necessary, a special rule pro- 
viding for the consideration of the bill 
after it has been reported by Mr. Hep- 
burn’s committee. Such action, it is as- 
serted, would mean practically the pas- 
sage of the measure by the house and its 
enactment into law. 

Elkins Bill Amended. 

The house committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce today agreed to favor- 
ably report the Elkins anti-rebate bill 
with certain amendments, 

The committee recommends an amend- 
ment to the last provision of section 8, 
striking out the words ‘“‘or corporation,” 
so the provision will read, “But no per- 
son shall be prosecuted or subjected to 
any penalty or forfeiture for or on ac-: 
count of any transaction, matter or 
thing concerning which he may testify or 
produce evidence, d6cumentary or other- 
wise, in such proceedings.” 

The committee proposes that section $3 
be further amended by the addition of 
the following provision:

Bishop claims Wilson assaulted him 
with a stick. Wilson’s wife and daugh- 
ter say that Wilson had a stick in his 
hand, but did not use it. Bishop escaped, 
but surrendered a few days later at Pe- 
tersburg.

The direetors of the Central of Georgia 
arranged to turn their part of the prop- 
erty over to the Atlanta Terminal Com- 
pany at a meeting held in Savannah 
Monday, the price to be paid being, it ts 
understood, $535,000, and the Southern has 
arranged to sell its holdings to the com- 
pany for $117,000, making a total of $652,- 
vO0. 

The legal papers necessary to making 
these transfers have been prepared, and 
all that is neces8ary now is the signa- 
tures of the officers of the terminal com- 
pany as soon as they are elected. 

No formal propositions have been made 
as vet to any of the other railroads en- 
tering the new depot, but this will be 
done as soon as the company is organ- 
ized. All of the railroads wil be in- 
vited to become stockholders in the new 
company, and each will then pay rental 
on the basis of the number of cars which 
it handles in the depot and on its ap- 
proaches.

VERDICT GIVEN 
COCA-COLA CO. 


Wins Suit Against Govern- 
ment for Recovery of War 
Revenue Tax, 


The Coca-Cola Company § yesterday 
again came off victorious in its second 
suit against the government to recover 
war revenue taxes collected on coa-cola 
under the war revenue act of 1898. 

The jury returned a verdict in favor of 
the company for $29,502, with interest, 
less $637.06, tne government having’ re- 
deemed war stamps held by the company 
to that amount. The total amount recov- 
ered by the company is, _ therefore, 
$28,864.95, with interest. 

It is announced that the government 
will appeal the case to the Wnited States 
circuit court of appeals. If this course 
is taken, a final decision in the litigation 
will probably not be rendered for several 
months ‘ 

The trial began last Tuesday before 
Judge W. T. Newman in the United 
States court and pas been hard fought. 
The argument was colcluded yesterday 
morning and Judge Newman finished his 
charge at 12 o'clock, at which time the 
jury retired. At 1:4 o’clock,.one hour and 
three quarters tater, the jury returned to 
the court room wita the verdict, as stated 
above. 

The Coca-Cola Company é¢nstituted two 
suits against the government for the re- 
covery of war revenue taxes and ‘aas 
now won both suits.

A joint meeting of the eleven district 
vice presidents and general officers of 
the Georgia State Agricultural Society, 
the State Horticultural Society, Cotton 
Ginners’ Association and State Dairy- 
man’s Association will be held in the 
Kimball house at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 

Following this meeting at 11 o'clock 
will occur the meeting of the executive 
committee of the State Agricultura] So- 
ciety, at which the question of choosing 
a city for the next state fair will be dis- 
cussed and decided. 

The executivé committee of the Agri- 
cultural society is composed of the gen- 
eral officers, the district vice presidents 
and three meinbers from each congres- 
sional district. 

The principal cities to be considered as 
candidates for the state fair of 1903 are 
Atlanta, Macon and Athens. Valdosta 
has been spoken of and it is likely that 
a bid for the fair will come from that 
city. The fair was held there last year 
and there is a strong sentiment in favor 
of taking it there again. 

The State Agricultural Society is the 
only organization authorized to hold a 
state fair. The society itself has no fund 
so that for a number of years the custom 
has been for the city in which the fair 
is held to provide a sufficient amount of 
money to pay the premiums. At each fair 
the state society is represented by a 
general superintendent and by a super- 
intendent for each one of the depart- 
ménts. These superintendents are ap- 
pointed by the president of the state so- 
ciety and are paid a per diem during the 
actual term of the fair. There is also 
a member of the state society who is em- 
ployed to gc through the state for the 
purpose of inducing various counties to 
make county exhibits. This officer is paid 


| by the city where the fair is held. The 


county exhibits are the main feature of 
the fair and the bulk of the premiums 
go to these exhibits. 

Atlanta has been strongly spoken of as 
the city in which the state fair should be 
held this year. The matter has been dis- 
cussed by the officers of the State Fair 
Association in Atlanta, but it is not known 
whether or not an offer will be made 
to the State Agricultural Society.

Kocian, the famous Bohemian violinist, 
who comes to the Grand next week, was 
born February 22, 1884. 
more than an infant he disclosed a pas- 
sion for music and, before he had reach- 
ed his fourth year, was the possessor of 
a little fiddle, from which—although it 
was little more than a toy—he contrived 
to educe music. His father, a_ school 
master. was an excellent musician, and 
lovingly nurtured the budding genius of 
his son.

PHYSICIANS WIN THEIR SUIT 


Supreme Court Sustains Judge Reed 
in the Case of Dr. E. S. E. Bryan 
Against Dr. J. B. Baird and 
Others—An Interesting 
Decision. 


The Edgewood charter case was decided 
by Judge Roan yesterday in favor of the 
town of Edgewood. At the last session 
of the legisiature a new charter was grant- 
ed the town of Edgewood, by which con- 
siderable additional territory was taken 
in, and the town was also given the right 
to vote on a $10,000 issue of bonds for 
public schools. The act provided that 
before it should go into operation it 
should be adopted by two-thirds of the 
voters in the new territory incorporate i. 

An election was held on the first Mo 
day in January, and the election man- 
agers certified that two-thirds of the 
yoters cast their ballots in favor of the 
charter and the issue of bonds. A num- 
ber of persons opposed to the incorpora- 
tion of the new territory joined in a pe- 
tition before Judge Roan, in which an 
attack was made upon the act, and upon 
the election, and many irregularities were 
set forth in the petition. 

Notice was given that the matter would 
be carried to the supreme court by the 
attorneys for the petitioners, Abbott & 
woree and King & Spalding. The town 
of Edgewood was represented by Attor- 
neys Arnold & Arnold. 


Physicians Win Suit. 

The supreme court yesterday affirmed 
the judgment of Judge Reid in the case 
of Dr. E. S. ‘E. Bryan against [r. J. B. 
Baird, Dr. J. C. Olmsted, Dr. T. V. 
Hubbard, and over fifty of Atlanta's 
prominent physicians, comprising the At- 
lenta Society of Medicine. Dr. Bryan 
brought an action for $10,000 damages in 
the city court against Dr. Baird and the 
other physicians composing the Atlanta 
Society of Medicine upon the ground that 
his name had been presented to the grand 
jury as an illegal practitioner of medi- 
cine. 

On the final trial before Judge Reid, the 
case was non-suited, but was carried to 
the supreme court by Dr. Bryan. The 
decision yesterday rendered holds that 
the evidence in the plaintiff's favor failed 
to show that any prosecution had been 
instituted against him by the physicians 
who were sued.
